TX/1IKN the police of Nuremburg 
*" first discovered this youth, ap- 
parently about eighteen years of age, 
leaning up against a wall In one of 
the public scjujrcs with his huiuls over 
his eyes to protect them from Ihe 
glare of the sun, they at first thought 
Hint lie ivas some Idiot who had es- 
caped1 from a sanitarium. But Investi- 
gation soon developed that here was ft 
case as unique as thnt of the man In 
the iron mask, nnd resembling It In a 
number of ways. 


Not only wi>re the boy's eyes weak, 


but his muscles were as flabby as 
those of nn Infant and the soles of 
his feet wore convex, like those of a 
baby that bus never learned to walk. 
He had to be carried bodily to police 
Iteadijuarters nnd even there, the sight 
of the commonest objects appeared to 
terrify him, while Ihe .slightest of 
sounds caused him to cover his ears 
and wince as If his oar-drums wero 
.iccustomed only to total silence. On 
Ihe other bund. Ills face, Indicated 


[lurontngc, and 


the clothing which he wore was fash- 
ioned of the softest, finest materials. 


In an effort to discover something 


about his Identity, one of the police 
officials ('tiered him a pencil which, 
much to Ihe surprise of those present, 
he seized and wrntc Ihe two words 
"Knspar Hauser," which, as It after- 
wards developed, was the only clue 
he could give to his past. ' 


Prof. G. F. Djiiiuicr of Ihe University 


of 
Nuremberg, 
hearing 
about 
the 


strange case, took the young mini to 
his hoine--nmazod not only by the 
fact that he could neither talk nor 
walk, but that he would eat nothing 
but bread and water. The professor, 
however, started to educate him at 
once and In a surprisingly short time 
the youth had progressed 
sufficiently 


lo give n graphic story of his experi- 
ences. 


For ns long ns he could remember 


he had been confined to a dark cell, 
Into' which the sun hnd never 'pene- 
trate I. He had been visited once a 
day . by a man 
who 
washed and 


dressed htm and fed him a ration of 
bread nnd water. It was this man 
who had taught him to write the 
words "Knspar Hauser," which Pro- 
fessor Daumer believed to be n false 
name given to him In order to mislead 
the authorities nnd to conceal his real 
Identity. Finally, ho declared, he had 


i been blindfolded nnd 
led Into 
the 


I street where the police had found him. 


The young man's story naturally 


created a vait amount of comment In 
all sections of Europe and the Daumer 
house-became the center of attraction 
for the curious, many of whom main- 
tained that they might be able to Iden- 
tify Hauser, hut none of whom were 
able to produce the proof of their con- 
tention. 


The next development In the myster- 


ious 
chain 
of 
circumstances 
sur- 


rounding the youth, came about five 
moiifhs after Ilausor's discovery by 
the police, when he staggered into 
Professor Daumer's library, half-blind- 
ed by the blood which dripped trnm 
an open gash In his forehead. It was 
some time before he recovered con- 
sciousness sufficiently to state that a 
masked man had struck nt him with a 
saber, that he hnd dodged the blow 
and that his assailant had fled before 
he could give the ulnrm. The Infer- 
ence which the police drew from the 
attack was that the same person who 
LaO uiipilsonocl Ihe hoy was now striv- 
ing to kill him. lest he divulge the , 
secret of his birth.

All thut Is known of the parly his- 


tory of "Mrs. Henrietta Robinson," tho 
palpably assumed name of the woman 
whose body rests beneath the num- 
bered headstono nt Mnttevrnn/ls that 
she was of either Kiigllsh or Canadian 
origin and thnt she cmno to Troy, N. 
Y., In 1851, being always well sup- 
plied with funds from a source which 
remained concealed even during the 
rigid Investigation which followed her 
arrest on Ihe charge or murder. 


Some months after "Jlrs. Koblnsoti" 


settled In Troy u strange and appar- 
ently Inexplicable tragedy 
occurred. 


A merchant and a young woman who 
wae living with his family dropped 
dead at the table. A post-mortem ex- 
amination showed that they had been 
poisoned and, despite the absence of 
motive, "Mrs. 
Robinson," who had 


been present, was arrested, but re-- 
fused lo say a wonl even to her law- 
yer. 


To add to the air or mystery which 


surrounded the entire case, the de- 
fendant insisted upon appearing In 
court shrouded In a heavy black veil 
which effectually concealed her fea- 
tures. All during the trial she snt, 
Impassive and unmoved, apparently 
faking not the slightest Interest In the 
conduct of the proceedings. When Iho 
state had concluded Its case, n com- 
paratively flimsy'structure of circum- 
stantial evidence, the counsel for the 
defense arose and, admitting thnt ho 
had not n shred of direct evidence to 
offer, Introduced the plea of Insanity, 


At the conclusion'of the trial and 


before delivering 'his charge to the . 
Jury, the presiding Judge called atten- 
tion to the fuel that no one In the 
court had seen the defendant's 
face 


and requested "Mrs. Robinson" to lift 
her veil. 


Slowly and with great dignity she 


arose, but made no effort to comply 
with the court's request. 


"I am here," she slated, In a voice 


which penetrated to'every corner of- 
the crowded courtroom, "to undergo 
a most 
painful 
ordeal, not to be 


gazed at." 


The request was not repeated and, 


after a deliberation of several hours, 
the 
Jury 
returned 'a 
verdict 
of 


"Guilty" and the prisoner was sen- 
tenced to death—a decree which was 
later commuted to life Imprisonment 
by order of the governor, though not 
ln>fore "Mrs. Robinson11 had made her 
one formal statement In the shadow 
of Ihe gallows: 


'When I am dead," she declared, 


"all will die with me. I have prom- 
ised to be silent, lo die without be- 
traying anything." 


The first IS years of her life sen- I 


lence were passed In Sing Sing penl- j 
tenllary. She was then moved to the | 
Auburn State Prison for the Insane, 
where she remained for 17 yeurs, and 
finally to the Asylum of the Criminally 
Insane at Mattowan, where the woman 
of mystery finally died on Slay 4, 1005, 
after 52 years In prison. 
During all 


this time, however, she never wrote a 
letter nor spoke n word, save to her 
lawyer who visited her at regular In- 
tervals and who admitted that his 
services had been paid for by "certain 
infiuential personages" whom he was 
not nt liberty to name. 


All that was known of "Henrietta 


Robinson" wni thnt she played the 
organ at Sing Sing with the touch of 
a master musician and that she died 
as she had lived—In silence, utter nnd

This has led to special studies of 


tho problem of Iho cost of living. Ono 
fact established Is that prices havo 
not risen so much as Iho number of 
commodities regarded as necessities 
has multiplied. 
In truth, Ihe prices 


of some staples are substantially low- 
er than they woro years ago. Further, 
many 
commodities nrc within 
tho 


range 
of 
comparatively 
low-wngod 


workers which, because of rarity or 
high price, ivoro formerly wholly out 
of their reach. The net result of tho 
study la that the, whole question of 
the cost of living Is relative. 


Exact Comparisons Can't Be Made. 
There la scarcely any one who does 


not agree that the people should havo 


• tho additional things which they enjoy 
under modern conditions, but there is 
a desire to emphasize that exact com- 
parisons cannot be made and that to 
say that tho cost of living has In- 
creased Is not wholly fair. The moro 
precise statement Is that the coat of 
modern living has Increased. .' 


Take the single Item of ice cream. 


Formerly It was altogether a luxury,' 
Today, every urchin on the streets 
has tin ice cream cone dally and some- 
times several a day. 


Every American city spends several 


thousand dollars a day for Ice creanx 
This Is nn entirely new addition to the 
cost of living, and It may be pointed' 
out that It Is not fair to call this an 
Increase IA the cost of living. 
It 


merely Is nn addition to the cost of 
living. If a given city spends 330,000 . 
a day for Ice crenm the citizens of 
thnt city have added $30,000 n day to 
their cost of living by making this ex- 
penditure. This Is an addition, not an 
Increase, in the cost of living of 5210,- 
000 a week; 510,020.000 a year. 
We 


spend; In addition. $1,000,000 a day 
fur Ice, n comparatively modern con- 
venience. 


Another Immediate comparison IB 


the motion picture show. Two dec- 
ades ago movies were scarce. A few 
were operating, but the universal ad- 
mission charge was 5 cents. Today 
the American public spends approxi- 
mately 51,000,000.000 n year on tha' > 
movies. This is $10 apiece for every 
man, woman and child In the nation.' 


These Instances could be multiplied 


almost endlessly. The country Is flood- 
ed with novelties In the way of new 
foods, new sorts of wearing apparely 
new iimn.scments nnrl a thousand and 
one other new things totally unknown1 


lo and unused by the man of only one 
generation ago. 


What Automobiles Cost 


Perhaps the single biggest addition 


to the cost of living Is the automobile. 
Not so many years ago the horseless1 
carriage _wns a curiosity regarded as 
practical only by visionaries. 
Today 


every tenth person In the United 
States has. one. This means that every' 
second fumlly has one. A low average 
cost of running on automobile Is $1 a 
day. This means that the American 
people spend $10,000,000 a day for 
autrrmnhlle upkeep, as there are 10,- 
000,000 automobiles. 
This amounts 


to saiVfl.000,000 n year, admittedly a 
conscrviitive figure. 


A fair average price for an automo- 


bile is SI.000 and an automobile will. 
Inst. on an average, five years. Then, 
If a $1,000 car lasts five years, It 
costs $200 a year. In addition to the 
upkeep. There are 10,000,000 cars In 
use. This makes $2,000,000,000 a year. 


What the economists point out la 


that the American standard of living 
Is so high that It misleads many peo- 
ple- Our people spend a lot but they 
get a lot. Recently two Scandinavian- 
bom Americans met. 
One had been

other of the good fortune that had 
befallen one of their mutual friends.

He had done so well, the man ex-

There Is a concrete example of what 


Is meant by saying that the cost of 
living has not Increased In America 
EO much as the scale of living has In- 
creased. 
Americans have more than 


any other people In the world; they 
are surrounded 
with a bewildering 


variety of goods, most of which are 
within reach of the comparatively 
deep purses of Ihe wsge workers. It 
Is an old adage that he who pays the 
piper Is entitled to call the tune.

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RADIO-JOINS AMERICAS 


Five Stations' to Bridge 2,000 


Miles Between Continents. 


Two Big Companies Place Ordor« for 


Equipment Planned to Form New 


Air LInei of Communication 


In Central America, ' 


Linking of the Americas by radio 


through flve broadcasting Stallone, two 
of which will be eroded la the United 
States and three In Central America, 
each with a radius of 2,000 miles, Is be- 
ing contemplated by two big western 
companies, the United Fruit company 
*nd tlie Tropical Itadlo Telegraph com- 
pany. 
Orders for the stations have 


been placed, says an announcement 
from tlie Itadlo Corporation of Amer- 
ica. 


The terminals in the United States 


of the proposed system will be at New- 
Orleans, La., where the present station 
of the Tropical Itudlo Telegraph com- 
pany la to he enlarged, and at Miami, 
Fla., 11 litre a new station will be con- 
itructed by the company. 


Tli'e three stations In the southern 


part of the group will be located at tbe 
corners of a triangle embracing Hon- 
duras, Nicaragua and at Tegucigalpa, 
the capital of Honduras. Those stations 
will connect with the station of the 
United Fruit company at Almlrnnte, 
Panama. 


Communication between these flve 


stations and ahip-to-shore communica- 
tions with them will open up entirely 
new routes of Intercourse between the 
Americas, one of which will be the 
opening of a 2,000-mllc radio from 
Colombia, South America, and the 
United States. 


The area embraced by the flve sta- 


tions covers Bl.OOO square miles, with 
a network of smaller stations Joining 
the five main offices at the larger gaps. 


In the case of tlie Tegucigalpa sta- 


tion, the delicate radio apparatus and 
heavy steel girders to build the station 
must be transported over an 80-mile 
mountain trail. This station will be 
completed by November 1, 1022, It la 
planned.

now colonial secretary, who was Bald 
to have submitted It to Mr. Asqultb on 
January 6, 10)5. 


Now the Morning Post has come 


forth wllh a claim for Lord Kitchener 
and a Captain Rentley, under whose 
Joint auspices, the newspaper asserts, 
the first tank was produced. Tbe con- 
troversy 
has come to light again 


through the Inability of Captain Beiit- 
,ley to obtain froirt the tanks award 
committee of the war ofllce any award 
or compensation for his work. 


The real 'story of the genesis of the. 


tank, according to the Horning Post, 
la this: 


On October 18, 1614, Captain Bent- 


ley had Just returned to England from 
abroad to offer himself for war serv- 
ice. The next day he received a tele- 
phone call from Colonel Fitzgerald, 
military secretary to Lord Kitchener, 
directing him to report at the war of- 
fice In Whitehall. 
When he arrived 


there he was taken to Lord Kitchener, 
under whom he had served In South 
Africa and to whom he was well 
known. 
, 


Real Story of Tank. 


Kitchener, the story runs, greeted 


him as follows: ' 
• 


"Downstairs, 
In 
the 
quadrangle, 


there's an armored car Woolwich has 
made for me. It's the result of the 
united brains of the army and navy 
experts. We want It for this trench 
fighting 
which 
they've \ begun 
In 


France. Go down, have a look at It 
and tell me what you think nbuut It." 


Captain Rentley and Colonel Fitz- 


gerald Inspected the car for about five 
minutes and then returned. 


"Welir Kitchener nsked. 
"It's no go«d for your purpose,1' Cap- 


tain Benlley said. "You can't lake It 
off a road." 


"Kxnctly," 
said 
Lord 
Kitchener. 


"My own opinion. Now, can you de- 
sign me one of the right type? It's 
urgent. Let me have It tomorrow." 


Captain lienttey. It might be men- 


tioned, was one of the pioneers of mo- 
tor transport. He had driven automo- 
biles In sandy wastes, and had devoted 
considerable time to the attempt to 
-develop types of motor vehicles suit- 
able to, rough and virgin country. He 
went home to work out the Idea of the 
caterpillar tractor as It would be ap- 
plied to an armored cur. 


On the evening of October 22, Cap- 


tain Bentley went lo Lord Kitchener's 
house In.Carlton Gardens. At the end 
of three hours the two men, according 
to Captain Bentley, had agreed upon 
the basic principles of the tank. 


At the close of the Interview, Cap- 


tain Bentley mentioned that he pro- 
posed to go at oVice to the patent of- 
fice and register his design. 


"Walt," Lord Kitchener said. "Are 


you satisfied to leave this In my hands? 
I'll look after you." 


Finds Kitchener li Dead. 


Captain Bentley agreed. The next 


week, however, lie left for service In 
Russia. 
Opon his return to England, 


he was almost Immediately recorainls- 
sloned nnd sent to Herman East Africa 
with the mechanical transport service. 
Here he was wounrled, finally return- 
Ing to England In 1017. 


Until this time be did not know that 


the Invention, which by then was 
known as the "tnnk," had ever been 
utilized. What he did know, however, 
was'that Lord Kitchener had been 
drowned In June, I91C, and could not 
give his version of the tank's origin.

Mont St. Michel Abbey Reitored. 
Tourists who visit llont Saint-Michel, 


off the const of Normandy, will flnd 
the Benedictine abbey which crowns 
lls summit restored for worship. As 
early as the Elgblh century Mont 
Saint-Michel, possessed religious as- 
sociations, but the present buildings 
only date from the Thirteenth to the 
Sixteenth century. The height of the 
church exceeds the height of tie rock 
upon which It glands 165 feet, and 
the granite of which It Is built was 
brought by boat from the Iiles of 
Ohausey and hoisted up the steep side 
of tbe hill. KInce 1874 the Mont has 
been under the care of architects ap- 
pointed by the Sllnlstry des Beaux- 
Arfs, and by their research and res- 
toration the abbey fortress now ap- 
pears In almost Its former grandeur.

Wai Put to It 


New York.—On the arrival of the 


Clyde Line steamship Inca from the 
West Indies, It" was reported that Chief 
Officer Adolph Beer and three natives 
working on the .deck were killed In an 
explosion caused by a negro who want- 
ed to know If gunpowder would blow 
up when a match was put to It. When 
the Inca was unloading at Macrols In 
Santo Domingo a Sre darted and th.4 
crew, with the natives, hnd to move 
some kegs of powder out of danger. 
After the fire had been extinguished, 
the powder and some cases of othor 
explosives were moved back again, and 
lu the transfer a quantity of powder 
wns sprinkled along the deck. A na- 
tive named Cabrera, working nearby, 
struck a match and touched the light 
to the train of powder, and a terrific 
explosion followed, the officers said. 
Two natives by the hatch were blown 
overboard In fragments, and the chief 
officer was'so seriously Injured that he 
died a, Jew hours later, Cnbrero lived 
a few hours. 


Second Officer William Nord suf- 


fered Injuries to his right arm, while 
native laborers at work on deck were 
blown In all dlrecllons. One man was 
blown forward 
and his head was 


Jammed down one of the big ventila- 
tors. He was badly scared, but un- 
hurt, when the boatswain hauled him 
out by the legs. '

as one of the most baffling riddles of 
ideai'ty which the passage of more 
than t century has failed to solve. 
This Inscription comprises within i 
few lines ell that the. world knows of 
Hie woman In question, for It reads;

The facts In the case are few, 'but, 


such as they nre, they are supported 
by the unassailable evidence of a num- 
ber of persons who were eyewitnesses 
to the brief public appearance of the 
"female stranger." Tho brig 
Four 


Sons docked at Alexandria on July 
26, 1810,'en route from Halifax to the. 
West Indies. The Virginia clly was 
not a port of call on the regulnr route, 
but the captain stated that one of his 
passengers hud been taken dangerously 
111 and that, her husband had demand- 
ed that she be put ashore at Alexan- 
dria, where a boat was lowered, and a 
man and woman, the latter apparently 
very 111, were taken ashore, 


Despite the hent of mid-summer, the 


woman wore a heavy, black veil, and 
her husband secured the best suite In 
the. Inn of the Bunch of Grapes, as 
well as the services of a well-known 
physician whom he engaged ouly after 
pledging him to strictest secrecy. Even 
In the presence of the doctor, however, 
the woman's fn'ce was kept relied, «nd 
the husband steadfastly refused to 
hire a nurse, saying that he wa« en- 
tirely capable of handling the case 
and that he was able to do anything 
that a nurse could do. 
• 


As the weeks of scorching 
hot 


weather progressed, however, the man 
began to wilt under the constant strain 
of watching beside the bed, and finally 
agreed .to penult two of the guests 
In the Inn to help him— but only after 
they had taken an oaili that nothing 
they might lenrn 
would 
ever 
ho 


divulged, an oath which was kept as 
a sacred trust. 


During the ten weeks which fol- 


lowed the woman's arrival in Alexan- 
dria, she grew steadily worse, and at 
last, at dawn on October 4, her hus- 
band announced that 'she had died. 
Then, for fear that someone might see 
the face which he had kept hidden 
from the -world, -'he himself prepared 
the body for burial, sealed the lid of 
the coffin, and. after attending the 
.funeral and ordering the headstone 
with the strange Inscription, disap- 
peared. 


On October 4 of the following year, 


Alexandria was surprised at the sud- 
den and unheralded return of the hus- 
band, who remained In the city only 
long enough to place flowers on the 
grave of the "female stranger," anil to 
see that the plot In the cemetery was 
well taken care of. Once a year, for 
twelve 'years, he returned. Then his 
visits ceased and- the grave was neg- 
lected until, a number of years later, 
a distinguished elderly man and wom- 
an came and ordered the monument 
to be replaced by another and more 
costly hendslone bearing the same In- 
scription, with the addition of the 
verse : 


How loved, how honored one*, avails 


thee not, 


To whom related, or by whom begot; 
A heap of dust alone remains o( thee,

They, too, vanished — taking with

once of Johann Kalviilor. archdiikV of1 


Austria, prince of Hungar/ and grand' 
ducal prince of Tuscany, cliUsIh 
of^ 


Francis Joseph and son of I-vopold l/( 
was due as much lo his radical tend; 
cncles and the fact that he persisted 
In airing hla views In print as lo his 
Infatuation for Ludmtllu Stubel, tho 
beautiful daughter of a Vienna shop- 
keeper. 
In furtherance'of this opin- 


ion, they advance the unassailable evi- 
dence that Kaiser Wllhelin Insisted* 
upon the punishment of Archduke- 
Johann .when the latter urged in alli- 
ance between liussla ana Austria liv 
order to curb Ihe threatened'dornt-, 
nance' of Germany In European poll-- 
tics. 
, 
- 


Whatever the cause, Ihe young arch-- 


duke's reaction to the discipline In- 
dicted by hli royal cousin was to re- • 
sign all his honors, strip himself of 
his lltlei, convert a large portion of 
his estate Into cash, nnd, as the crown- 
Ing Insult to his relatives, to elopo • 
with I.udmtlln Stubel, whom he had' 
met Incognito some months before. 
According to all nvnllnblc renorlH. 
there wns no doubt of I.uOnillla's • 
beauty, but n iimrrlnge between an t 
archduke of the royal blood and the 
daughter of a poor shopkeeper was > 
too much for the- high-spirited Haps- 
hurgs lo swnllow without n struggle.. 
Johann, however,- Informed nil who • 
brought hlin messages from bis titled 
kinsmen that he was no Iqnger of tho • 
royal linuso—that be hnd renounced ' 
all his chilms to the honors which 
were bis by right of birth, and that • 
henceforth he could'be nothing more' 
than Johani Salvator, a private citi- 
zen of the world: 


When It became known that he • 


really Intended carrying through his 
wild plan, even force was resorted to • 
In order to prevent him from contract- 
Ing what was recognized as a mesalli- 
ance, but he concealed his Identity un-. 
dor Ihe'nnme of John Orth—the name- 
which he had used In courting Lud- 
mllla. Stubel-^anrt the pair were has- 
tily married, and then escaped to Lon- 
don. Here, still retaining his adopted" 
name, the archduke chartered the bark1 


Mnrgharlta, signed up t, captain and' 
crew and sailed for South America; 
where the ship hnd formerly been en- 
KOgci] In the niinilc trade. 


The MiirgliurUa's usual couraG was* 


between Buenos Aires n'ntl Valparaiso, 
and, after making several successful' 


• trips, she flnnlly left the former portr 


on July 13, 1SOO—and vanished »B- 
complelely as If the sea hnd opened" 
and swallowed'her. Despite the most' 
diligent searches, undertaken at the In- 
stigation of I He Austrian government, 
nothing definite wns ever heanl of the - 
ship or the1 members of the crew, 
though rumors that Archduke Johann 
had been seen, at many times and In 
many places have been current from • 
that day to this. The most credible of ' 
these reports Is thnt made by an offi- 
cial Investigator of the Uruguay gov- 
ernment, who secured affidavits to the - 
effect, that the Margharlta had put 
In nt a lonely place on the coast 
of that country, where th« nam» had' 
been painted out and ehe hnd then 
sailed' up Ihe Uruguay river. "Orth,"" 
the report stated, hnd then paid off his 
crew, and with the help of two or three 
of his Intimate companions hnd set sail' 
further Inland—but here the trull was' 
lost, never to be refound. 


During the Chilean war Archduke • 


Johann wns reported to be fighting on 
the side of the congresslonnllsts, and, 
some ten years later, the son of the 
president of Argentina staled that ho 
had madfe the trip from Buenos Aires 
to Cherbourg with a man who was ' 
none other than the former archduke 
of Austria. In addition the lost grand 
duke has been "located" In California, 
hns been 'identified" as Admiral Vamh- 
gala of the Japanese navy, and was" 
"recognized" by reputable witnesses In 
several engagements of the World war. 
Evidently the emperor of Austria never 
placed full credence In the story of' 
his death, for In Francis Joseph's will 
was a clause to the effect that tho - 
archduke's estate of some $10,000,000 
was to be held Intact until something 
definite was learned about his fate—a 
point upon which the memoirs of the 
former kaiser may eventually throw 
some light. Until this the mystery of 
the lost grand duke must remain as 
one of the unsolved riddles of history.

Danger of Bloai. 


When entile and sliccp arc allowed 


on alfalfa pasture there Is great dan- 
ger of bloat. This Is particularly true 
In the humid sections of the country. 
Hloat seems to be greaicst when the 
alfalfa Is young and tender, but there 
are other precautions regarding 
the 


use of alfalfa for cattle and sheep pas- 
lure that must be • .observed. These 
general rules are: (1) Do not turn 
tho stock Into Ih'e field when Ihe al- 
falfa Is wet wilh rain or.dew; (2) let 
Ihe animals feed on olher forage, pref- 
erably bay, before turning tliem in on 
alfalfa; (3) ullow the stock to graze 
only a few minutes at a' time until 
they have become accustomed lo It, 
and then do not take them out of 
the Held except for water. (4) sow 
some grass with (he alfalfa and have 
a palch of grass where the stock can 
graze at any time; (5) have a stack of 
hay or straw In the field to which the 
slock may have free access; (0) have 
salt and water easily accessible.

Some 
have successfully used a rotation of 
corn, oats and sweet clover. The sweet 
clover planted with the oats, lives 
over the winter after oat harvest and 
comes on the next season. 
Where it 


Is successfully established, It Is found 
that an acre will pasture a cow for 
a whole season ID a good sweet clover 
section, and furnish her an abundance 
of feed. In this plan the.essentials for 
success with sweet clover are to lime 
tbe land enough to prow red clover 
well, plant 20 pounds of scarified 
sweet clover seed to the acre and In- 
oculate where neither sweet clover nor 
alfalfa 
lias been grown previously. 


Permanent posture In somu sections 
may be improved by this treatment- 
Mint Is, by limiting the permanent 
pasture and placing the pasture in 
tbe rotation, as suggested by the farm- 
ers who have tried this plan.
